The Very Revered 
Win. MacCor- 


mack, dean of St. Paul's Pro-Cathe- 
dral, undoubtedly felt this, for the 
three hundred people who braved the 
rain, and filled the main floor of the 
high school auditorium, enjoyed an 
address which showed no diminished 
force, but rather appeared to demon- 
strate the speaker's appreciation of 
the compliniont extended in such an 
attendance in spite of inclement wea- 
ther conditions. 


"The Significance of Lot's Choice" 


was the topic, and if anyone had an- 
ticipated that the dean would handle 
the sin of selfishness vith gloves, he 
was most thoroughly and soundly dis- 
illusioned. 
Evidently the communi- 


cants of St.. Paul's are fed on strong 
meal, for Ihe Dean does nol hesilate 
to call a spade by its proper color in 
the deck. 
Evidently Dean MacCor- 


mack has lived much in the open, for 
God's free country, with its wide vis- 
tas, and clean, untroubled calm, was 
the vantage point from which he view- 
ed the horrors of Sodom. Having 
dwelt much in the cities, nevertheless 
the clean breath and righteous spirit 
of the shepherds of Israel formed tte 
dominanl ringing note of the sermon. 
•iFor.'sermon it Was, broad and1 sym- 
pathetic in comprehension, but con- 
vincing and uncompromising in its 
dealing with sin. 


Lot, the man of clean antecedants, 


who by his choice of the Jordan valley, 
thereby displaying his ingratitude to- 
ward his uncle, Abraham, ignoring Ihe 
faithful love and care which had been 
lavished 
upon hinn 
took 
the 
first 


downward step, realized very little 
of what this step meat. 


It is in this insidious factor of all 


self-seeking that the danger lies; for 
while human society with its creature 
comforts and intellectual enjoyments 
is not to be condemned in itself, yet 
the seeking of it for the gratifying oi 
the sensual nature, always means the 
reaping of the harvest, of despair. 


II is jusl here that we are failing in 


present day civilization. "The cares 
of the world and the deceitfulness of 
riches" crowd out the sweet commun- 
ion of the fireside, encouraging the 
estrangement 
of husband and 
wife 


and the tearing asunder of marriage 
ties, indeed if it be not that we fail 
to reali/n the meaning of the obliga- 
tions assumed in entering into this re- 
lationship, evea this sacred union be- 
ing often but. a medium for the gratify- 
ing of sordid desires. 


In introducing the speaker, the Rev. 


Mr. Fletcher gave a clear indication of 
what might be the nature of the dean's 
message, by describing him as a re- 
ligious expert, who might, be expected 
to correctly diagnose 
our 
spiritual 


troubles.

To investigate Cost of Food Stuffs. 


Secretary Wilson, of the department, 


of agriculture, has ordered his agents 
in every county in the country to in- 
vestigate the costs of foodstuffs. They 
are to learn the prices paid the pro- 
ducer, what the wholesalers an.' manu- 
facturers charge and, in the end, .•hat 
the consumer's pocket, must give up. 
This can do more to bring ybo'-t a 
right, understanding of the rise In the 
cost of living than all the theories of 
the economists and the oratory of the 
officeholders combined. 


The secretary gives the hint of his 


view of the situation by saying "there 
is excuse for some of the increase in 
the cost of living," inasmuch as the 
supply has not been proportionate to 
the demand, and further, "we have al- 
ready learned that the farmer is not 
getting the exhorbitant profits out of 
the beef he raises." The fanner, as 
a rule, profits when tiie pru-es of 
wheat and corn and cotton go soaring- 
skyward. The market quotations are 
fairly close to the prices paid by the 
producer. But where there has been 
opportunity to monopolize the market 
it. has not been the countryman who 
skimmed the cream. The meat trust, 
for one, has taken the bigger percent- 
age. 
When the accounts of the milk 


trust were looked into last month, it 
was found that immense dividends 
had been paid on watered stock, while 
the dairyman obtained but half the 
rate for his wares that the trust 
charged the public. It is a waste of 
time to condemn the retailer. He is 
often as helpless as the consumer 


he Is compelled to charge prices 


fixed by the manufacturer. 


A few weeks atro cmii 


in Chicago destroyed several carloads 
if potatoes in order to prevent, a 
slump in the market. 
There have 


been scores of instances of this kind. 
It may not be against, the written law, 
but this practice is an outrage against 
the moral law. It is time it were 
transferred to the state statutes. We

Remarkable Weapons That Were Used 


by the Turks and Chinese. 


At 'he sie?;c o.° Rhodes the Turks 


constructed mortars by hollowing out 
cavitk's in the solid rock at the proper 
angle, and in the arsenal at. M a l t a is a 
trophy of the long and glorious defense 
of Valetta in a Turkish gun. about a 
six pounder, composed of a copper tube 
colled ovur with strong rope and "jack- 
eted" with rawhide. In the same col- 
lection are some antique "quick firers." 
breechloaders, \yitli small bores and 
Immensely long barrels, like punt guns. 
The Malay pirates put great trust In 
the 
long brass swivel guns called 


"Ifiln," nnd in Borneo these lelas were 
used as a kind of currency, large sums 
being estimated in guns. 


Tho Chinese cast excellent bronze 


guns (there Is a fine specimen of them 
In Devonport dockyard), but so l i t t l e 
did they understand gunnery that In 
the so called "opium war" the forts of 
the Bocca Tigris, defending the Can- 
ton river, bad the guns built Immova- 
bly into the walls.
